ale HACKERAY'S famous definition of 


a snob is one who ‘‘meanly ad- 
mires mean things.” Are not such 
acmirations fostered in young persons 
By our whole scheme of modern Ameri- 
4an life? What else do most of us 
consider important except good clothes 
and cars and radios and, in general, 
things that cost ‘‘good money’? 

It is not that we ourself are opposed 
to pretty ¢lothes, for example. We like 
them as much as any sane woman does. 
Simply, they seem to us less important 
than keen wits and. broad minds; less 
important, even, than good _ books, 
lickets for the best plays and concerts, 
a home with some beauty and privacy. 
Having been brought up in that older, 
simpler America—where children were 
taught that ‘fine feathers do not make 
fine birds” and “handsome is as hand- 
some does'’—we have not yet acquired 
the point of view of Prof. Rogers. 

This is ours: Granted that employers 
should exact neatness and cleanness in 
employees—yet surely a young person's 
fitness for most jobs should not be 
determined by the cut of his business 
suit, or by the quality and variety of 
her silk dresses! Clothes are not a 


candidates for success. Why. then, 
should not this society be honest and 
realistic in its teachings? Those who 
hang out the “help wanted” signs are 
carly all “sold” to the type of “snobs” 
scribed by Prof. Rogers. Why. 
therefore, should he not warn any sur- 
viving idealists among college students, 
any impractical and out-of-date be- 
lieverts in plain living and high think- 
ing, that they must buy a second suit 
of clothes “the first chance you have, 
that they must “have your shoes 
shined every day,” that they must 
marry the rich girl and not the poor 
girl; that, in short, “Dress, act and 
speak like a gentleman and you'll be 
surprised at the amount of murder you 
get away with.” 

Lincoln and Thoreau had other 
ideals. But they lived in another 
American world. Most of us admit it. 
ia the essentially superficial and ma- 
terialist:c standards of the good life 
which we have set up for oursel So 
why not be honest, and tell the yOung- 
sters what's what?

Mix the shredded cabbage and pep- 
pers with the beans lightly; add the 
capers. Line the salad bowl génerously 
with lettuce leaves and pile in the 
salad.

As long as France remains the anti- 

ceist stronghold in Europe the 
lack-shirt newspapers in Rome and 
Milan do not cease to seize every op- 
portunity to harass and pinprick the 
French people. its traditions and 
leaders.

All emanations of de- 
cay and vice however were “amour” 
the French word. For instance:

“Amore”’—You 
are red in the face, you ran too fast, 
my love. “Amour”—berths in a Pul- 
man sleeper. ‘Amore’—Good-look- 
ing young man. “Amour’—Fatal 
type. *Amore’’—a walk in the moon- 
light, ‘‘Amour’—an automobile drive 
beiore going to a cabaret de nuit. 
There are other far less tasteful com- 
parisons, that can be imagined, 
which have angered certain French 
writers most of all. .

A Peasant’s 
Masterpiece 

A German peasant conceived the 
notion of keeping a diary dating from 
January, 1915, the moment he was 
called to the colors. Each night, 
laboriously at first, he wrote down 
the things that had interested him 
most in the course of the day. Each 
time his notebook was filled he sent 
it home to his mother in lieu of 
letters. By the time this peasant 
was released from a French prison 
camp in 1919, he had filled twenty- 
two notebooks. Once the war was 
over the peasant in question went 
baek to his farm in Bavaria, cultivat- 
ing the soil and tending his cattle. 
A Berlin publisher passed through 
the village not long ago, took the 
notebooks with him, and now the 
reading public has a book which is 
hailed as a masterpiece of realism 
under the title “Schipper at the 
Front.” The best part of it is that 
Schipper, the peasant’s name, has 
no political ax to grind. He is not 
concerned with turning his readers 
into Pacifists or Fascists, as most 
writers of war-books. He Just tells 
the truth about his experiences, un- 
varnished and sometimes a little 
Naively. But very human for all that. 
He had a fine sense of observation 
and cared nothing for the critics or 
the censor. Hence the. book, com-

Among Washington Officials Who 


Are Forced Out ~ 


WASHINGTON, June 7. 


~me of Washington’s greatest institutions is the “diplomatic denial.” 
Iz covers everything from resignations “due to ill health” to mutual ex- 
changes of personal esteem between men who quarrel politically. 

We nave had two of them recently. The first was that of Mrs. Mabel 


Walker Willebrandt. The other that 

In both instances the White House 
sought to foreclose stories of friction. 
The injunctions have not been as air- 
tight as the President’s advisers might 
have hoped. No form has been devised 
to restrain the so-called ‘‘Whispering 
Gallery cf the Potomac” from gossip- 
ing. It is doubtful whether any ever 
will be. 

It has come to be axiomatic in Wash- 
ington that only Democrats wash their 
political linen in public. Whenever 
Republican officials fall out with one 
another they have their knock-down 
and drag-outs privately; one of them 
decides to quit and an exchange of 
cordial letters is arranged for the edi- 
fication of a gullible press and an 
uususpecting public. 

When a Cabinet officer resigns the 
real reason !s concesled as skilfully ad 
possible behind an exchange of pleas- 
entries with the White House. _ The 
necessity for the recouping of private 
fortunes after years devoted to the 
public service is an old stand-by, even 
where the Cabinet member has been 
let out. To print the truth about the 
retirement is to invite an accusation 
of lese majeste. 

There appears to be no yardstick 
whereby public men may be measured 
when they give to the American peo- 
ple a wholly erroneous statement for 
no other purpose than to keep down 
political troubles in the party family. 
In not a few instances there have been 


some rather bald-face lies palmed ae 


on the American people. 
AS LANE SAW IT 

Withdrawal of two of the outstand- 
ing figures in the Hoover pre-conven~ 
tion campaign cannot escape some- 
thing more than passing notice in a 
capital which the late Franklin K. 
Lane described with immortal accuracy 


as a “combination of servants’ quar- 
ters, drawing-room and political-cau- 
cus.” 

The difficulty of getting an accurate 
statement of the facts back of the res- 
ignations of Mrs. Willebrandt as Assist- 
amt Attorney General in charge of Pro- 
hibition Enforcement, and of Dr. Work, 
as Chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, may be illustrated 
best perhaps by still a third incident. 

Soon after the Kansas City conven- 
tion there was a stormy scene between 
Herbert Hoover and his running mate, 
Charles Curtis. The Curtis umbrage 
‘was over the selection of Henry J. Allen 
as publicity director of the Hoover 
campaign committee. Curtis could not 
‘understand it and refused to listen to 
any and all pleas in extenuation of the 
Allen appointment. He held Allen to 
be his most bitter political enemy. 

When the Wichita publisher was 
named United States Senator in succes- 
sion to Curtis, the new Vice President 
posed for the camera men clasping the 
hand of Allen and smiling as if greet- 
ing a long lost friend. 

A statement was issued to let the 
dear public know how great was the 
personal attachment of the two men. 

There are various slaiig designations 
for such a hippodrome, but Washing- 
ton‘ finds none of them quite so ex- 
pressive as its old reliance:/

The primary difficulty about main-

the interested parties Invariably go 
outside the written record of the ‘‘dip- 
lomatic denials.” 


That happens to be true in the cases 
of both Mrs. Willebrandt and Dr. Work. 
In the teeth of a flat denial at the 
White House that there was any dis- 
cord between President Hoover and the 
Portia of the Administration, the 
friends of both are throwing a lot of 
circumstantial stories which one may 
believe or discount as he likes. 


The statement that Mrs. Willebrandt 
felt she was snubbed in two instances 
by the man for whom sHe made what 
proved to be the most telling campaign 
speeches among certain types of vot- 
ers, is being made with such positive- 
neSs that Washington hesitates to dis- 
believe it. Although Mrs. Willebrandt, 
Dr. Work and Horace Mann were said 
to have prevented the appointment of 
Col. William J. Donovan as Attorney 
General, the lady from California is 
held to have felt deep chagrin over not 
having been offered the Solicitor Gen- 
eralship, wich went to Charles Evans 
Hughes jr. when William D. Mitchell 
was promoted to the main desk in the 
Department of Justice. 

A nation-wide crusade in behalf of 
Mrs. Willebrandt to be Chairman of 
the Law Enforcement Commission fol- 
lowed. The White House received

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thousands of letters and telegrams in- 
forming Mr. Hoover that no. other 
selection would be satisfactory to the 
evangelical churches and_ professional 
“dry” organizations of the country. 

Soon after it became Known that the 
President had decided to have George 
W. Wickersham, former Attorney Gen- 
eral, as Chairman of the commission 
Mrs. Willebrandt began to confirm 
quite readily the reports that she in- 
tended leaving the Department of Jus- 
tice. 

She_said she had contemplated do- 
ing so for some time, that it was up to 
her to get out now and build a private 
law practice or else reconcile herself to 
the prospect of spending the rest of her 
life in the Government service. She 
declines to talk about Prohibition. She 
simulates a very deep interest in the 
development of aviation law. Reports 
that a retainer from the Aviation Cor- 
poration will make her “Czarina of the 
Air” are pure nonsense. 

That Mrs. Willebrandt leaves the De- 
partment of Justice without any heari- 
aches is not asserted by those who pro- 
fess to enjoy her confidence. 


DR..WORK'S CASE 


In the case of Dr. Work there is less 
of camouflage. 

There never has been much of a 
secret of the fact that Mr. Hoover did 
not wish Dr. Work as Chairman of 
the National Committee. Dr. Work 
picked the job for himself and stam- 
peded the candidate into mak ‘the 
appointment.
